Thus Ksipiiinalt is practically undefended, 
and Admiral Purtur's picture of tlic heavy 
guns and sUu'CB shipped <iver the Claiiadian 
Pacific Railway iaiHiintedfrom his imagina- 
tion pureandsimplc. Indeed, hisstate.nents 
are, in view of the facts, nothing loss than 
extremely funny. He says, for example,

rapid movements of the British govern- 
ment in atrengthoniiig its naval depot at 
Esi)uiinalt, building heavy woiks coni-

So much for what ia. As for what is to 
be, there are two diflicultios in saying. 
First, that information of this kind is 
always treated as ci^iitidontial, and tho 
few itooiilo who have it are the last to im- 
part it; and secondly, that, probably the 
authorities hardly know tlieni.solvea. J 
can state, however, that plans for tho for- 
tification of Esquinmlt Harbor were sent 
to London in December, 1880. With the 
characteristic alacrity of Whitehall no 
answer whatever liiia yet been returned. 
And nothing had boon decided between 
the Canadian and the Homo governments 
up to Sir Alb Iplie (Jaron'.'i visit three or 
four iiiontlia ago.

In the house of commons this morning 
Sir Wilfred Lawson, Liberal M. P. for 
C'oekermouth, asked whether the govern- 
ment intended to grant a comniittoe of 
inquiry into the charges brought by the 
Timtx against the Nationalists. The 
right Hon. Wni. Henry Smith, govern 
ineiit leader, replied that the house was 
incompetent to inquire into the charges, 
but a proper inquiry could be obtained at 
tho proper tribunal*. Mr. Pamell gave 
notice that ho would move for the ap- 
poiiitmeiit of a committee to inquire into 
the authenticity of the letters produced 
in tho O'Donnel libel suit against the 
TitMs and which contained serious clmrges 
ngainst himself and other members of the 
National party. .

Sir Moroll Mackenzie has arrived in 
London from his tour through Switzer- 
land. In an interview to day tho physi- 
cian denounced'as lies tho interviews al- 
leged to have been granted by him while 
in Paris. In those he was made to say 
that ho concealed tho fact that Emperor 
Frederick's disease was of an incurable 
nature in order that he might succeed to 
tho Gorman throne.

As for 
Viotoria, 1 bulieve it is not contemplated 
tu clofundit,at.all.._ItLjArill thus bosQeiithat 
i^sgtji)na),t .I^|ig3a9{«;tx>i|^^igit^^ World 
to render impreguable, ana t1io' whole 
scheme, as I have lioro outlined it, could bo 
carried out for a totiil expense of no more 
than £130,000. Tho coal from Nauaimo, 
which is used by tho ships now, is tO( 
soft, and woidd not do for consumption in 
war tinio, and it would be, thorotoro, de- 
sirable to have a dep6t of anthracite. 
Es(]uiin.alt will never be attacked by a 
l>owerful fleet — that the authorities re- 
gard as out of the question. In time of 
war, however, it would always bo open to 
dangerous attjick from tjunboats, and the 
object of tho proposed fortitieationa is 
properly described as to make it impreg- 
nable fi'om the sea even against a long- 
range bombardmout, and to secure it, ut 
tho same time,'from attack by small land- 
ing parties. The chief inflaminablo stores, 
1 may add, are kept out of harm's way at 
the extreme northerly point of the har- 
bor, not nieluded in this map. 

Major Lang [whom wo congratulate on 
his rai)id promotion], of the Royal En- 
gineers, an otlicer with a deservedly high 
reputation for work uf this kind, has been 
occupied for aoino time making an onl- 
nauce survey of the whole district hero, 
on the scale of an inch to the mile, for 
use by the ofliuurs in case a big landing 
were attempted. 'I'his occupation, however 
proliably corresponds not a little to the old 
naval one of "scouring tho anchor," ami 
.Major Lang is here, it is to be hoped, foi- 
w ork nnieli more serious, and more wor- 
thy of him and his Government. As foi' 
the land force to correspond with tho de- 
fences as outlined above, the commander 
at Ks(iuinuilt should bo able to put l,i")00 
men under arms; that is, not only men 
enough to fight the guns, but a free land 
force, including n field artillery of 1,000 
men. A section of submarine miners 
should be sent from home and attached 
to the Halifax command; and it would 
be far better, from every point 
of view, to carrj' out tho much 
needed process of foitifying by sending 
out Royal engineers to superintend it and 
employing Chinese labor than to have it 
dom., of necessity unsatisfactorily and 
very expensively, by civil contract. More 
than any detail, however, are the main 
points, that Esquimalt is absolutely un- 
protected at present; that it is a naval 
station of the greatest Imperial import- 
ance; that plans prepared by th<jroughly 
i xperienced ofiicers luwe been lying un- 
liei-ded at home for sixteen months; that 
a p.dtry part of the half-million which the 
lloiiie (■overnmeiit (as we have all kiuiwn 
tor some time) have determined to ex- 
pend on Imperial dofonce would make 
Ed(piiinalt really impregnablo; and that 
therefore, finally, nothing but a few 
ounces of initiative at home is lacking.
